Technical  Developments  at  WPFW 


Two  recent  events  will  do  much  to 
improve  the  technical  quality  of  WPFW 
and  will  allow  your    station   to  have 
a  truly  professional   sound.     The  sta- 
tion is  starting  a  $102,000     Broadcast 
Equipment  Purchasing  Program  with  the 
help  of  a  grant  from  the  Department 
of  Health,  Education  and  Welfare, 
and,  we  have  begun  broadcasting  with 
a  Dolby  Noise- reduction  System. 

For  the  two  years  that  Pacifica  Radio 
has  been  broadcasting  in  Washington, 
C.B.   interference,  police  sirens, 
breathy-popped  "P's" ,  fluttering 
taped  programs,  missing  right  or  left 
channels,  various  buzzes,  pops  and, 
clicks,  and  too  many  over-the-air 
apologies  for  technical   failures  have 
been  a  regular  part  of  our  broadcast- 
ing.    For  two  years     we  have  tried  to 
provide  exciting,  creative  radio  with 
a  very  limited  amount  of  ancient, 
over-used,  hand-me-down,  surplus 
equipment  that  was  donated  to  us  by 
other  radio  stations,  business  con- 
cerns and  listeners.     Many  good  pro- 
grams have  bad  to  be  postponed  be- 
cause of  inadequate  recording  equip- 
ment.    Also,  many  good  volunteers 
have  become  frustrated  as  a  result  of 
having  to  work  with  poor  equipment. 

The  first  step  toward  improving  the 
technical  quality  of  WPFW  has  been 
the  installation  of  a  Dolby  "B"  Type 
noise-reduction  system.     The  Dolby  is 
designed  to  reduce  the  interference, 
static  and  noise  that  is  an  inescap- 
able part  of  radio  broadcasting.     As 
a  side  benefit,  the  Dolby  unit  also 
improves  the  brilliance  of  our  music 
by  slightly  emphasizing  the  higher 
frequencies. 


The  Dolby  is  a  two-part  system  with 
an  encoding  unit  attached  to  our 
transmitter  and  a  decoding  unit  that 
is  part  of  your  stereo  system.     Your 
receiver^or  tuner  may  have  a  built-in 
Dolby  decoder  or  you  can  purchase  an 
add-on  unit.     If  you  don't  have  a 
Dolby  decoder,  don't  worry  that  our 
encoder  will   affect  your  reception. 
The  Dolby  system  is  compatible  with 
regular,  non-Dolby  receivers.     Non- 
Dolby  listener  sponsors  will  not  re- 
ceive the  benefit  of  noise-reduction, 
but  they  will  benefit  slightly  from 
improved  brilliance.     If  you  have  a 
built-in  Dolby  decoder,  it  was  cali- 
brated at  the  factory  to  match  WPFW's 
encoder.     If  you  buy  an  add-on  Dolby 
decoder,  you  will  need  to  calibrate 
it  with  our  own  decoder.     Call  our 
Operations  Department.     We  will  make 
arrangements  to  broadcast  the  special 
Dolby  calibration  tone  so  you  can  set 
up  your  own  unit.     A  final   benefit  of 
the  Dolby  noise-reduction  system  is 
that,  in  conjunction  with  our  Optimod 
Auto  Processor,  we  are  able  to  broad- 
cast with  no  compression  and  still   as 
"loud"  as  other  stations  on  the  dial. 

The  other  step  in  improving  our  tech- 
nical quality  has  been  the  awarding 
of  $102,000  grant  by  the  Educational 
Broadcasting  Facilities  Program  of 
the  Office  of  Education  at  HEW.     This 
grant  will   allow  WPFW  to  upgrade 
their  control   room  and  studio  equip- 
ment with  almost  all  brand-new,  state 
of  the  art  equipment  for  the  on-air 
control   room  and  two  production  con- 
trol  rooms.     This  grant  was  unoffici- 
ally awarded  almost  two  years  ago  but 
had  to  be  postponed  until  we' moved 
into  a  home  with  sufficient  control 
room  and  studio  space. 


Although  this  is  a  great  opportunity 
for  WPFW,  there  is  a  hitch.     The  act- 
ual award  from  HEW  is  only  $76,500. 
It  is    a  matching  grant  and  to  receive 
the  $76,500    we  must  raise  the  addi- 
tional  $25,500     on  our  own.     We  must 
solicit  this  money  above  and  beyond 
the  money  we  normally  need  to  operate 
the  station.     What  this  means  is  that 
for  eyery  dollar  we  raise,  HEW  will 
give  us  $4.00:  thus,  $25     raised 
equals  $100     in  the  bank. 

In  addition,  since  the  $102,000 
grant  does  not  include  money  for  in- 
stallation, control   room  wiring  and, 
soundproofing,  but  only  the  purchase 
of  the  equipment,  we  must  raise  other 
money  to  cover  these  costs.     We  are 
setting  a  goal  of  $50,000     for  the 
HEW  match  and  construction  fund.     We 
are  opening  a  special   savings  account 
and  organizing  special   fund  raising 
projects,  all  spearheaded  from  our 
Community  Advisory  Board.

WPFW's  programming  and  programs  are  informative  as 
they  are  varied  in  topics  and  formats.     Why  such 
programming  is  almost  completely  dropped  to  accom- 
odate "marathon  activities"  of  one  sort  or  another 
is  beyond  me.     The  problem  of  intimidating  speeches 
aimed  at  getting  "3  more  callers  before  we  continue 
with  the  music."     I  cannot  help  but  feel   frustrated 
and  a  bit  annoyed  at  on-the-air  personalities  who 
insist  upon  talking  10-15-20-minutes  pleading  for 
callers  to  pledge.

I  suppose  I  should  mention  that  as  a  supporter 
of  WPFW,   I  want  to  see  it  survive  and  flourish 
since  I  can  think  of  no  other  station  that  would 
allot  the  time  for  such  diverse  organizations  to 
speak  out  on  important  issues.

His  life,  as  we  celebrate  it, 
started  when  he  escaped  from  his  masters  and  changed 
his  n*me  to  Frederick  Douglas.     As  a  freeman,  he  made 
speeches  against  oppression  of  all   people  and  for  the 
elimination  of  those  practices  which  fostered  subjuga- 
tion.    People  began  to  realize  and  appreciate  the.  sig- 
nificance of  his  message.     President  Lincoln  was  aware 
of  his  efforts  on  behalf  of  the  North  during  the  Civil 
War  and  often  asked  his  advice.     Other  presidents  also 
recognized  the  depth  of  his  understanding  of  human  re- 
lationships and  appointed  him  to  different  government 
positions. 

In  1871,  Frederick  Douglas  took  up  residence  at  316  "A" 
Street,  N.E.      (The  building  now  houses  the  Museum  of 
African  Art).     Thus  began  his  commitment  to  the  people 
and     the  city  of  Washington.     His  realistic  and  compas- 
sionate approach  to  the  problems  of  the  time  made  him. 
much  sought  after.     Self-educated,  his  quest  for  know- 
ledge never  ceased.     This  made  him  a  most  valuable 
source  for  a'dvice.     He  moved  to  Anacostia  in  1877, 
where  his  reputation  followed  him  and  grew.     He  was  an 
indispensible  source  of  encouragement  and  counsel   for 
his  neighbors.     As  the  spokesman  for  the  Black  people, 
he  made  an  indelible  mark  through  his  dedication  to 
communicate  the  problems  and  needs  of  the  Afro- American,

Black  History  Month       to  Langston  Hughes 


In  1915,  Dr.   Carter  Godwin  Woodson  founded  the  Associ- 
ation for  the  Study  of  Afro- American  History.     He 
gathered  and  organized  materials  to  record  the  history 
of  his  people.     For  the  first  time  Black  Americans  had 
a  reference  point  for  their  ethnic-identity:  documen- 
tation of  their  cultural   heritage.     Dr.  Woodson  initi- 
ated the  observance  of  Negro  History  Week  in  1926. 
February  was  chosen  because  of  the  birthdays  of  many 
Black  Americans  occuring  in  that  month,  also,  Abraham 
Lincoln's  birthday."     It  was  changed  to  Black  History 
in  1972,  and  expanded  to  a  month  in  1976. 

Because  of  the  ethnocentric  boundaries  that  exist  in 
this  country,  the  educational  system  has  not  yet  been 
able  to  integrate  the  cultural   and  historical  aspects 
of  the  Black  experience  into  its  study  programs.     Many 
people,  of  all  backgrounds,  remain  ignorant  of  this 
vast  area  of  Americana  and  its  significance.     There- 
fore the  need  for  a  concentrated  effort  to  disseminate 
this  information  through  special   programs  during  a 
designated  time  -  Black  History  Month.     During  the 
month  of  February,  WPFW  will  broadcast  many  programs 
to  help  everyone  gain  an  appreciation  of  the  Black 
American  experience.     Tune  in  and  get  informed. 


Vital,  essential   are  words  that  come  to  mind  when 
referring  to  the  place  Langston  Hughes  holds  in  Black 
History.       Through  his  plays,  stories  and  poems,  he- 
brought  to  the  world  a  cultural  awareness  of  the 
Black  people.       As  a  result  of  his  travels  and  con- 
tacts with  people  of  many  countries,  he  was  able  to 
make  his  message  universally  understood.     Due  to  his 
untiring  efforts,  Black  Theatre  was  given  new  life. 
Because  of  his  literary  genius,  the  trials  and  tribu- 
lations of  Black  people  have  been  expressed  so  that 
all   of  humanity  can  learn  the  lessons  of  a  people 
struggling  for  the  freedom  and  dignity  that  is  theirs 
as  a  birthright.
